A cheap  method  of  rupturing 
bacterial  cells  has  been  publish- 
ed recently  by  Dr.  Richard  D. 
Sagers,  assistant  professor  of 
bacteriology. 

According  to  Dr.  Sagers,  his 
instrument,  “the  cell  homogen- 
izing press,”  which  is  99-100 
per  cent  effective,  is  valuable  in 
the  study  of  the  inner  makeup 
of  cells.  Several  methods  have 
been  invented.  However,  one  in- 
strument which  is  just  as  ef- 
fective costs  $9,000  while  Dr. 
Sagers  can  build  his  for  $100, 
he  said. 

THE  ARTICLE  appeared  in 
the  January  1962  issue  of  the 
Journal  of  Applied  Microbiology. 
Publication  established  priority 
for  exploitation  of  the  idea,  Dr. 
Sagers  said,  although  he  has  no 
real  intention  of  making  money 
on  it. 

In  operation,  “the  cell  homo- 
genizing press,”  along  with  the 
bacteria  cells  to  be  opened  are 
brought  to  a temperature  of 
minus  20  degrees  centigrade.  A 
plunger  then  crushes  the  bac- 
teria cells  under  a pressure  of 
15  to  20  thousand  pounds  per 
square  inch. 

THE  FROZEN  cells  form 
crystals  which  sheer  neighbor- 
ing cells  and  under  the  great 
pressure  the  insides  are  forced 
out.  This  occurs  when  the  pres- 


sure of  the  plunger  forces  the 
cells  between  two  metal  plates 
where  there  is  “virtually  no 
space,”  Dr.  Sagers  said. 

Such  a device  enables  scien- 
tists to  get  a more  complete 
knowledge  of  endocrine  and  en- 
zyme systems.  According  to  Dr. 
Sagers,  a value  of  studying  bac- 
teria. cells  which  can  be  produc- 
ed in  great  number  is  important 
because  they  are  much  like  hu- 
man cells.

Russ  plan  patent  purchase 

MOSCOW,'  (UPI)— An  American  bus- 
inessman  reported  last  night  that  the  Sov- 
iet Union  will  send  a delegation  to  the  Un- 
ited States  soon  to  buy  licenses  on  U.  S.  pa- 
tents fof  the  first  time  in  history. 

The  businessman,  Arnold  L.  Feldman, 
President  of  the  National  Patent  Develop- 
ment Corp.  of  New  York,  told  newsmen  this 
would  be  “the  first  concrete  step  to  end 
pirating  of  U.  S.  patents”  by  the  Russians. 

Feldman  said  the  Soviet  Union  would 
use  the  patents  on  a royalty  basis.  He  said 
the  two  governments  were  working  out  de- 
tails of  the  delegation’s  trip.

Philip  Kunz,  a grad- 
uate from  Provo,  says  that  the 
petition  is  being  circulated  by 
a group  of  students  who  are 
or  have  been  associated  with 
student  government. 

Martell  Gee,  a graduate  stu- 
dent from  Lander,  Wyo.,  said 
that  in  the  past  the  Senate  has 
mainly  been  concerned  with 
“make  work  projects”  and  has 
not  carried  out  any  real  service 
to  the  studentbody. 

According  to  Kunz,  if  we 
have  functionless  bodies  in  our 
student  government,  why  have 
them? 

Gee  suggested  that  the  Sen- 
ate would  be  more  representa- 
tive if  the  senators  were  chosen 
according  to  department  rather 
than  by  class. 

He  then  pointed  out  that  if  the 
Senate  is  abolished,  the  legis- 
lative work  could  then  be  car- 
ried out  by  special  committees

Concerning  the  matter,  Sen- 
ate President  Dave  Hoopes  said, 
“We  are  happy  to  se  that  stu- 
dents are  concerned  about  the 
present  system  and  would  be 
the  first  to  support  a change 
which  would  improve  that  sys- 
tem. 

“If  students  still  desire  to 
have  their  voice  heard,  let  them 
express  their  voice  to  their  sen- 
ators. On  the  other  hand,  if  they 
would  have  their  decisions  made 
by  one  central,  autocratic  body, 
then  a simple  vote  in  the  next 
election  could  alter  our  demo- 
cratic constitution,”  Hoopes 
said.

THE  OUTCOME  of  Friday’s 
match  will  determine  the  last 
Skyline  Conference  champion- 
ship in  wrestling,  and  a good 
crowd  could  help  the  Whitfield- 
directed  Cougars  pull  out  their 
biggest  match  of  the  year. 


Possession  of  fourth  place  in 
the  Skyline  standings  and  rank- 
ing among  the  league’s  first  di- 
vision clubs  will  be  at  stake  for 
BYU  this  weekend  when  the 
Cougars  travel  to  Fort  Collins 
and  Laramie.

EARLIER  IN  the  campaign 
the  Cougars  dropped  Wyoming, 
73-63,  at  Provo.  Colorado  State 
was  headed  for  the  same  fate 
until  the  Rams  rallied  in  the 
fourth  quarter  to  overtake  the 
Cougars,  75-69,  at  Provo. 

It’s  been  so  long  since  the 
Wattsmen  have  won  at  Fort  Col- 
lins the  Friday  stop  on  this 
weekend’s  trip,  that  it’s  almost 
been  forgotten.  Last  year  the 


Rams  roared  over  the  Cougars 
with  24  points  to  spare  as  they 
headed  for  the  co-championship 
with  Utah.
